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Repent and Ye Shall Become Heterosexual 
A Visit to a Homosexual Recovery Support Group

Catty—corner from one of Allentown's favorite gay 
bars, Candida’s, in the basement of the First 
Mennonite Church behind Louie’s, a group of four 
to ten men meet every Thursday night to talk 
about being gay and to come to terms with 
themselves. 

It’s not a gay rights group or a gay support 
group. And Such Were We, the homosexual 
recovery support group of Day One Ministries, tries 
to help its member overcome and change their 
homosexuality to live the heterosexual life which 
they feel is God's plan for everyone. 

As [ walked down the steps toward the white 
basement door, gruesome scenes flitted through 
my mind. [ had been careful to wear a dress —— I 
didn't want to be crucified for unfeminine 
clothing. But that still didn’t protect me from 
accusations of un-Godly behavior. Would they 
scream at me? Tell me 1 was sinful and going to 
burn in hell? 

The meeting was pretty low key — they never 
did scream at me, and, though they did threaten 
me with hell in an indirect way, the members 
were basically supportive and friendly. 

The leader of the group, Bert, a heavy, boyish 
man wearing a red Christian Broadcast Network 
sweatshirt, gave me some literature and assured 
me that a women’s group would soon begin on 
Saturday mornings. He told me he ‘came out of 
the lifestyle,’ as the group puts it, in 1983 and 
founded the ministries three years ago with the 
help of the First Mennonite pastor. 

A few moments later, I found myself standing 
around a piano with four men, singing Christian 
songs as Bert played the piano. Two of the men 

wore conspicuous gold wedding bands. 


After singing, we sat at a round table while Bert 
and Ted told us about their experience 
evangelizing at the October Iith March on 
Washington. 'There was a feeling of tremendous 
anger and sadness at the March,’ said Ted. *T could 
sense the evil there. The people marching went on 
and on. The leather people, the radical feminists, 
the radical fairies, the Bork—bashers, the Man-Boy 
Love Association..(here, Karl, a Philadelphian, said 
quietly, "Lord help us”), Catholic Dignity. 

Karl asked if MCC was there too. A small, 
in-group laugh went around the table; clearly this 
group doesn’t think much of the pro-gay religious 
groups. 

Bert related how he wept at the sight of so 
many people who needed his help. "There were 
only 24 of us Christians there,” he said. "How could 
we possibly reach them all?’ 

Ted, who seemed to be one of the least dogmatic 
of the group (later, he would tell me to come back 
only if I felt that it would be right for me), also 
told about some positive experiences he had at the 
March. "There were men who told me they were 
sincerely happy for me that I had found 
happiness’ in renouncing homosexuality and 
embracing his form of Christianity. 

Having lived as a gay man for four years and 
engaged in sex in bathhouses and bathrooms, Ted 
is actually in a somewhat similar position as 
many gay men. In Washington D.C, he was 
interviewed for a documentary on AIDS; now he is 
fearful that his parents will see it and learn of his 


past.

"But I don’t care,’ he says. "It’s my past, and it’s 
my witness.” He seems to accept what he has done 
mostly because he feels it is over and done with, 
that he will not ‘fall’ again. Today, he has been 
married for two years, and thinks of himself as a 
recovering homosexual. He says sex with his wife 
is not as passionate as with men, but that he 
appreciated other things about it which he did not 
find with men. 

After the discussion of the March, we listened to 
a tape of a sermon on change. The basic tenets of 
the group were laid out in the process: they believe 
that people are not born homosexual —— that we 
are ali meant to be heterosexual, but something 
goes wrong in development, and we end up making 
a series of conscious and unconscious choices 
which lead us to homosexuality. They admit that 
gay sex is pleasurable, but feel that God’s way is 
the difficult way and that is best to choose God’s 
way. 

They see lust as bad and as incompatible with 
love. Homosexual sex, they say, is usually lustful 
and compulsive. AIDS is proof for some of them 
that gay sex is unsafe and Satan’s work. (But how, 
they lamented, do we reach people who do not 


admit that Satan exists?} 

"In the fallen state of man,” said Karl, "we all 
have sins to overcome. Ours happens to be 
homosexuality.” 

Near the end of the meeting, Jay walked in, 
apologizing for being late. He wore a pinky ring 
and jumped right into the AIDS discussion, saying 
that if, by chance, AIDS had begun in the 
heterosexual community, "the that would have 
been identified as the source of the demonic seed.” 

Jay appeared to be pro-gay, and argued 
vehemently with Karl Later, one of them men 
told me that Jay had admired a well-known priest 
in Homosexuals Anonymous. When the priest ‘fell 
from grace’ (had a homosexual relationship?), Jay 
became disillusioned with the idea of change. "T 
guess [ shouldnt come here anymore,’ he 
reportedly said. "We won't tell you to go away,’ he 
was told. “You can go away when you want to.” 

"We don't want to lose him,” said one of the 
members of the group. ''He’s one of us.’

There's nothing like a march on Washington: 
stomping, prancing, marching and dancing 
around the Capitol with 200 to 650 thousand 
(estimates are flexible like that) queers, bi’s and 
het supporters, shouting GAY RIGHTS NOW until 
your throat gives out, waving clever signs, French 
kissing your lover in front of _ the 
counter-demonstration, posing with friends in 
from of the White House, ogling attractive people 
of the same sex, running into old buddies and 
making new friends and lovers — for those of us 
who were there, it was a hell of a good time, And 
for all of us — marchers and non—marchers — 
there was a great feeling of power in numbers and 
a sense of imminent change for the better. 

Okay, okay, this is old news by now, but the 
October 11 March happened too late to get covered 
in the October newsletter, and we weren't about to 
let this one go by without even mentioning it. So 
instead of trying to be informative, how ‘bout a 
quick stroll down short-term memory lane? At 
least thirty Lehigh Valley folk were in DC. for the 
festivities (probably a whole lot more, eh? Drop is 
a postcard and let us know); we asked a bunch of 
them for their Best March Moments to share with 
you. 


I loved the two women who had partscipated 
in the weddsng on Saturday and announced 
therr new marital status on Sunday by 
marching with ten cans tered to thesr belt 
loops and signs on their chests saying "Just 
Married. * 


It was great to see my stratt—laced high 
school pal all dressed up, marching with the 
leather contingent and grinning to beat the 
band. 


Driving down, we saw a isttle red VW unth 
a pink triangle taped in the rear window. I 
honked, and as a result, almost drove off 
the road. 


Probably the single most sirsking moment 
for me was when they opened the qusli 
commemorating AIDS victims. kf was at 
least 220 yards long and about 380 yards 
wide. I couldn’t find them, but there were 
two panels in there from the Lehigh Valley. 
They unfolded st at dawn —— you couldn’ 
help but be moved. 


I was really thrilled that Whoopee Goldberg 
was there. When she saud, "When are 
people going to get smart? I don’t mean 
siisterates —— I mean congresspeople and 
the fucking president..." the whole place 
went nuts. She said st just like that —— 
"the fucking pressdent." 


The best moment was when all but one 
couple in out metro car looked to be gay. 
We stared at the heteros for a change. 


Right before we headed home Sunday night, 
we stopped %n a pizza place north of 
Dupont Circle. Right at the last minute, 
in walked a woman who used to work on 
the hotitne but moved out of the Lehigh 
Valley years ago. It was great io see her 
again. 


After the March, we were in the metro 
tunnel waiting with about two hundred other 
people for a train to come. All of a 
sudden, some people started singing "We 
Shall Overcome," and, one by one, everyone 
who knew the song joined in. The acoustics 
were great. | 


Maybe that’s the most important, memorable 
thing about the March on Washington — the 
acoustics were great; it was heard all over the 
country, and we'll be picking up the echoes for a 
long time to come.

The Army, which test thousands of recruits each 
year (for exposure to the HTLV antibody] with 
acrefully standardized equipment, has probably 
lowered the joint false positive rate to .005 percent, 
or | in 20,000. By the standards of most medical 
tests, that’s a fine achievement. For screening risk 
populations. . . the false positives are a tiny 
fraction of the true positives identified by the test. 

But consider what happens when the Army’s 
test is applied to a population at low risk. Assume, 
as is typicla of women bloof donors for Allentown 
city employees), that only 1 in 10,000 carries the 
AIDS virus. Thus, among 100,000 womenm 10 have 
the virus and 99,990 don’t. The Army’s AIDS test 
procedure,a ssuming it is perfectly sensitive, will 
pick up all 10 virus carriers. But among the 99,990

uninfected women, the 1-in-20,000 false positives 
rate will indicate 5 are carriers. Thus, of a total of 
15 positive results, a third wall be false... 

These figures must give serious pause to epople 
who advocate AIDS testing among low-risk 
populations, like marriage license applicants. . . 
Such a policy puts the government in the position 
of urging or compelling citizens to be tested then 
wrongly informing many who test positive that 
they are infected. No honorable government can 
bear such a moral burden. If low-risk populations 
must be tested, the false positive rate must be 
pushed far lower. Until tbat occurs, the 
Administration needs to quench its ambitions for 
widers AIDS testing.
